The eleventh hour entiance of 
ex-Congressman W. P. Kimball, of 
Lexington, into the race for the 
Democratic nomination for United 
States Senator puzzled a great 
many people, as none could figure 
why he wanted to enter against 
Senator OUIe James, who the great 
majority of Democrats believed 
shouldd be given the nomination 
without opposition. It has devel- 
oped since that Mr. Kimball's en- 
trance was only as a safeguard — In 
the event that Senator James' ill- 
ness should prove fatal the party 
would not be deprived of a stand- 
ard-bearer for that Important post. 
This is a peculiar twist in politics, 
but is parallelled by the situation 
here. The Republican leaders, 
realizing that the people were 
united behind the Democratic party, 
and thinking that half a loaf was 
better than none, proposed that the 
people be given no voice and the 
offices of Congressman and Judge 
of the Court of Appeals be divided. 
Then again the G. O. P. were in- 
fluenced by the growing impression 
that the voters are laying awake to 
get a whack at the Bolsheviki ad- 
ministration now in power at 
Sixth and Jefferson streets, and 
they feared to test public opinion. 
Democrats are proud to say that 
Congressman Sherley and Judge 
Gordon repudiated the unfair and 
autocratic suggestion, and Judge 
Gordon cleaned the bases when he 
said "The people will choose a 
Court of Appeals and I will be con- 
tent with their choice."

As such they have a |>er- 
fect right to know what is going on. 
As long as the present administra- 
tion remains in office nothing is to 
be suppressed." 

Dr. Tuley says nothing will be 
given out and Mayor Smith says 
nothing will be suppressed. Now 
watch Smith sidestep it in a long, 
rambling statement. 

On the same day Col. Petty, the 
Chief of the Keystone comedy po- 
lice, came to the bat with the 
following: 

"Reporters will be allowed to see 
every' report filed in headquarters, 
nothing will be suppressed. Knl>- 
Ix-ries have fallen off, and unlike 
the former administration, reports 
will be given out of all robberies." 

Now we'll see haw Col. Petty 
has lived up to that platform 
pledge. Edward Wiedeman, a 
traveling man, was robbed at the 
door of the City Hall this week, 
and the story hid from reporters, 
although published in the Police 
Bulletin. But for the prize 
camouflage and attempt to cover up 
from the Board of Safety down the 
West Broadway occurrence takes 
the prlee. 

In the latter part of May a house 
at 1511 West Broadway was raided 
and two women and two men 
seized by local police. No report 
of this was given out and it be- 
came gossip enough for the June 
grand Jury to summon the wit- 
nesses. The members of the grand 
Jury were told that Lieut. Fred E. 
Huhlein and Dr. Bohannon were 
the two men involved and that they 
had been released, it was alleged, 
for the payment of $50 to Sergeant 
W. F. Gelsler and two patrolmen. 
W. C. Emrlch, a saloon-keeper, 
testified that he was summoned at 
1:30 a. m. to bring the $50. Ser- 
geant Gelsler at the time of the 
grand Jury investigation was under 
suspension for running over a 
little girl in an automobile and 
running away from the scene. The 
failure to indict right away seemed 
to hinge on who saw the actual 
passage or the money, but the point 
of the whole thing Is the camouf- 
lage statement of I/ewls Y. John- 
son, the Chairman of the Board of 
Safety, who wrapped the American 
flag about him. so to apeak, and 
mentions about the "arrest and dis- 
grace of a young man who is 
serving his country in this great 
crisis." Peculiarly Mr. Johnson 
didn't take this attitude when 
private soldiers were dragged by 
the police into court the last sev- 
eral months. 

Then again, Mr. Johnson, as a

The American army chaplain 
must know his Manual or Tactics as 
well as his Bible. He must be able 
to sit a horse and to undergo the 
exposure and strain of trench life. 
He must be a soldier as well as an 
evangel and a spiritual counselor; 
and so there has been established 
at Camp Zachary Taylor the only 
educational institution of its kind 
In the world, so far as can be 
learned — a school of chaplains. Its 
pupils represent eighteen denomina- 
tions and they are a hefty lot. 

In addition to the Presbyterians, 
the Baptists, the Catholics, the 
Methodists and representatives of 
other better known Protestant 
creeds, there are a few Latter Day 
Saints and members of the Chris- 
tian (Campellite) church, and 
there are three negroes, an Episco- 
palian, a Methodist and a Congrega- 
tional preacher. 

Graduates of this school, and all 
the chaplains of the army are now 
to be under one general head — 
Bishop Charles Henry Brent, of 
the Protestant Episcopal church of 
the diocese or Western New York, 
formerly Bishop of the Philippines, 
having Just been appointed to that 
office. The appointment of Bishop 
Brent to this position is the latest 
development in the work of organ- 
izing the chaplains of the army. 
The Bishop has been for some 
months in France actively interest- 
ed in the work of the chaplains of 
the Y. M. C. A. He has long been 
a close personal friend of Gen. 
Pershing. He will work from the 
general military headquarters. He 
has under him two assistants, one 
Protestant and one Catholic, the 
Rev. Paul Dwlght Moody, chaplain 
of the 103d Inrantry, who is a son 
or the late Dwlght L. Moody, and 
the Rev. Father Francis B. Do- 
herty, chaplain of the Third Cav- 
alry. The head of the school at 
Camp Zachary Tayior la Major A. 
A. Pruden, chaplain or the Coast 
Artillery Corps, rormerly at Fort 
Monroe, and who uas seen service 
at Hawaii. 

There have been 3,000 volunteers 
ror the service or chaplain since 
the United States went into the 
war, and now the men are selected 
by what is called the hand-picking 
process. They come in through 
recommendations by -their denomin- 
ations, and a man who is appar- 
ently fitted Tor the army work but 
may reel that his home duties are 
too Important to leave has arrange- 
ments made to relieve him. The 
men must be under Torty-flve years 
of age, and they range rrom recent 
graduates or theological seminaries 
to men or wide and varied experi- 
ence in the ministry. They will 
see hard service, and the physical 
examination which they are obliged 
to pass is as strict as that or the 
men. 

It is because America has been 
so little or a military nation that 
so much military training is re- 
quired. With the reorganization or 
the army, regiments being enlarged 
from approximately 1,200 men to 
a regiment to 3,600 men, more 
chaplains are needed for a regi- 
ment. One chaplain was provided 
ror the smaller regiment and he 
could not well serve the nearly 
tripled number or men. The Fed- 
eral Council or Churches or Amer- 
ica, which represents all denomina- 
tions, took action in this matter. 



petitioned for an Increase in the 
number or chaplains, suggesting a 
bill for restoring the proportion. It 
was only on May 27 that the Presi- 
dent affixed his signature to this 
bill. 

Even with that increase in the 
number of its chaplains the Cnited 
States will have a smaller number 
than Great Britain, which allows 
one chaplain for every 800 men, 
and does not consider this enough 
in cavalry regiments. 

Never before has such emphasis 
been laid upon the morale of an 
amy as a factor In achieving vic- 
tory, and never before has the 
spiritual welfare of the soldiers re- 
ceived so much attention. These 
things have all been important in 
bringing about a school for chap- 
lains which, taking men of breadth 
and character in the first place, will 
develop them to fill the require- 
ments made upon them. 

As with the "rookies," the chap- 
lain in his training camp turns out 
of bed when the bugle blows 
reveille at 6:15 o'clock. He takes 
a half hour's setting-up drill and 
lines up with cup and piate at 6:4< 
for the regular army mess. Class 
work, after mess, includes instruc 
tion in military law, military cus- 
toms. International law, French, 
military hygiene, first aid and gen- 
eral lectures on recreational and 
amusement work. In the afternoon 
there is military drill and instruc- 
tion in horsemanship. 

The third term of the school is 
now in session. The school was 
opened the first of March with 
seventy-five students, and the sec- 
ond session and the third, which 
opened on June 3, had each ninety 
men. Men are taken in numerically 
according to the size of their re- 
spective denominations in this coun- 
try. Regular army recruits now 
are asked what religious denomin- 
ation they belong to and the War 
Department has a survey of the re- 
ligious denominations of the coun- 
try, though this has been said to 
be tentative and it has not been 
given out. 

Chaplains rank as Lieutenants 
and wear the regular uniform, the 
only difference being that where 
the Lieutenant in the ranks wears 
his insignia on his collar the chap- 
lain wears a simple cross. Major 
is the highest rank that can be 
taken, and there can be only a 
limited number or that rank among 
the chaplains. It takes several 
years before a Chaplain Lieutenant 
can rise above that rank. Some 
dissatisfaction has been expressed 
at this ranking of the men. 

It is the chaplain who is the 
last to see the men when they "go 
over the top," and the first when 
they return. It is not the position 
of a slacker. Two chaplains who 
have gone to the front recently 
have been retired wounded in ten 
days.

The 
result must inevitably be ror the 
moment to strengthen the Sinn 
Fein movement, the leaders or 
which are placed in a position to 
ooast that all their prophecies with 
regard to the insincerity of the 
CSovernment have been fulfilled. 

Lord Wlmborne's declaration of 
lis disbelief in the existence of any 
new plot, and his statement that 
he and all the members of his ad- 
ministration were In ignorance of 
any fresh evidence, is regarded as 
proving that the plot story was 
merely designed to provide the 
Government with an excuse for 
ireaking its pledges to the Irish 
onvention and to Ireland. His 
ballenge to Lord Curzon to put 
the accused on their trial is quoted 
already as vindication of the pris- 
oners antl proof of the injustice of 
heir detention without trial. 

The feeling produced In Ireland 
oy the methods of the new admin- 
istration is reflected In the Sinn 
Fein victory in the Parliamentary 
election in East Cavan. When the 
contest opened there was every 
likelihood or the Nationalist can- 
lldate repeating the successes of 
all his party candidates who had 
so' far contested seats in Ulst 
Now the impregnable Ulster b: 
rler Is broken down, and br 
down by the policy of the adi. 
IstraUon that was supposed 
Have come into existence to defeat 
the Sinn Fein. 

Old Constitutionalists see in the 
consistency of what they term the 
Government's infidelity to its en- 
gagements with the Constitutional 
Nationalists since the first negotia- 
tions after the Easter rising, proof 
that the real aim of the present 
Government is to accomplish the 
final defeat of home rule by wiping 
out the constitutional movement 
and dividing Ireland into two par- 
ties or extremists, Orangemen and 
Sinn Feiners, between whom the 
British electorate arter the war 
will be compelled to choose, as no 
one can expect that British electors 
would agree to a policy or separa- 
tion; and as the moderates will 
have been debated. they say, 
there will be no choice left to new 
leinocratic England unless to con- 
tinue the old system of oppression 
and repression of Ireland. 

The tragedy of the position ror 
Ireland Is that everything Lloyd 
George's Government has done has 
consistently tended to play the 
Sinn Fein game, and the Sinn 
Feiners owe their powerful position 
today more to Premier Lloyd 
George than to any other living 
man. 

The colonial Premiers now in 
London ror the imperial confer- 
ence are staggered by these unto- 
ward happenings and by the con- 
trol exercised l>y anti-democratic 
idements like Lord Curzon, Lord 
Milner and Bonar Law. But the 
man behind it all is Sir Edward 
Carson. He and not Bonar Law 
s the real leader of Toryism, and 
he has influenced the War Cabinet 
far more effectively since he re- 
signed from it than when he was 
a member. ' 

Viscount French, the Lord Lieu- 
tenant, has extended his best 
wishes for the progress of the re- 
cruiting campaign to be under- 
taken by the recruiting council of 
four prominent Irishmen, A. M. 
Sullivan, Sir Maurice Dockrell, 
Capt. Stephen Gwynn and Henry 
McLaughlin. In a message to the 
council he says: 

• The readiness and good-will 
with which you have responded to 
my invitation to act as the recruit- 
ing council assure me that I do 
not stand alone in my unfailing 
beller in my countrymen's sympa- 
thy ror the cause (for which the 
allied nations are fighting. The 
task you have undertaken will 
bring Joy to the hearts or many 
old comrades in the field, who in 
the early period or the war iwere 
sustained in the days or trial that 
made our nation ramous by the 
promise or help rrom the manhood 
of the old 'l. mil. 

"Hardships and trials have come 
again, and our Irish regiments are 
looking to the boys at home to 
maintain the great traditions of 
our righting/ race. As an Irish 
soldier I desire to express my ap- 
preciation or the service you have 
undertaken for our native coun- 
try, and I heartly wish you all

Many thousands have been 
rendered useless because of being 
overtaxed and the output is not 
equal to the demand. It is lor the 
United States to enter this par- 
ticular field at the present time. It 
is our policy to rill all immediate 
demands, in whatever branch or the 
service It is most needed, and to 
ask no questions. 

The programme ror carrying the 
war Into the enemies' country was 
formulated toy Gen. Pershing and 
was approved by the War Council 
in Paris and by the General Staff 
of the War Department in Wash- 
ington. Another significant Teat- 
ure of this big appropriation bill 
Is to be the Improved rortiricatlon 
of our coast at home. 

It is well that, now we hare be- 
come thoroughly impressed with 
the gravity of the situation, we 
make our fortifications permanient, 
for there is nothing like beinj pre- 
pared to meet any unexpected hap- 
pening, and we have a tight to 
look for almost anything and not 
be surprised when it conies.

INDICATION Al, ASSOCIATION. 



A good attendance at the fif- 
teenth annual meeting of the Cath- 
olic Educational Association which 
will be held in San Francisco on 
July 22-25 is now assured by the 
announcement that the Govern- 
ment has authorized the railroads 
to grant the usual summer tourist 
round trip rates from all points 
East to the Pacific coast.

The funeral of retired-Arch- 
bishop John Joseph Keane took 
place in Dubuque, Iowa, Wednes- 
day, his death occurring last Satur- 
day, but his body lay in state in 
the Cathedral for a few days. 
Archbishop Keane was seventy-nine 
vears old and had retired from 
active service in 1911. He was 
one of the prominent churchmen 
in the United States and was 
known as the founder of the 
Washington Catholic University. 
He was born in Ballyshannon, 
County Donegal, Ireland, Septem- 
ber 12, 1839, and came to this 
country with his family In 1846. 
He was educated at St. Charles 
College. Baltimore, and In 1866 en- 
tered the priesthood. He was as- 
sistant rector of St. Patrick's 
church, Washington, until 1874, 
when he was made Bishop of 
Richmond, Va. He was consecrated 
August 25, 1878. In 1897 he 
went to Rome, where he remained 
for several years as a member of 
the Papal household.
